MEXICO CITY, JUXE 27.—Via Gal- 


veston, June 2$.—General Carranza in 
a speech to 10,000 students who offer- 
ed their services in euuoe of war today 
iciteraled his statement that any fur- 
ther attempt by the American punitive 
expedition to advance in Chihuahua 
would be met by force. He baid: 


"In the laot note forwarded to Hie 


American government, it was declared 
that if a new expedition bliould orros-s 
into Jlexico or it the expedition now 
in Chihuahua should attempt to ad- 
vance, it would be repulsed by force. 


Americans Repulsed 


"The 
American government prob- 


ably to test the truth of this assertion, 
moved a column arid caused the puni- 
tive expedition to advance. The Con- 
stitutionalist soldiers,- fulfilling their 
duty, repulsed the Americans. 


"Befoie leading the country into a 


bloody war, the government desires to 
exhaust all means for a tspecial so- 
lution which shall not conflict with the 
national honor." 


General Carranza explained the fail- 


ure to publish in Mexico the recent 
note Iroiu the Vnited States govern- 
ment by saying: 


Why Note Not Published 


"If the note has not been published, 


It is because of the fact that it is more 
lhan a reply to our note; it is a series 
of charges. Rectifications in the state- 
ments made in this note are being pre- 
pared so that both documents ma? be 
given to the public as the same time." 


Carranza exhorted the young men to 


maintain their enthusiasm by military 
preparation. 


"If this enthusiasm cannot be made 


available at the present time," he said, 
"it will nevertheless prove a guaran- 
tee against any clash with the I'nitcd 
States which may come sooner or 
later.

Federal Inquiry or 


Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen that 


would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of $100,000,000 
a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by reference to an 
impartial Federal tribunal. 
* 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 


differences that could not be considered fairly and decided Justly by such a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of thft 


controversy is as follows: 


"Our 
conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our difference! of opinion, 


and thut eventually the matters in controversy mu« be patted upon by other and disinter- 
ested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your propotait and the proposition of the rail. 
ways he disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. 
Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce ; Commission, the only tribunal 


which, by reason of its accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its con- 
trol of the revenue of the railways, is in a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the premises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to enable the Commission to consider and promptly dispose of the questions 
involved: or 


2. 
By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Ncwlands Act). 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New York, 


June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the public 


body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate 


knowledge of railroad conditions has such 
an unquestioned position in the public con- 
fidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the 


public for transportation are now largely 
fixed by this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail- 


roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased waget can come from 
no other source i:>^n the rates paid by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, 


with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interest! 
of the railroad employes, the owners of the 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


"•"' The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,000 
a year to these employes, now highly paid ano constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an impartial 


Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Is no difficult matter, but 
to make a citizen in spirit, .sympathy 
and loyalty, one iminied with all of tho 
esseuiials of love of country, is a vast- 
ly different mailer. 
Kor over a cen- 


tury the nation quietly and persistent- 
ly slept upon thin most important duty 
and permitted anyone, even (he most 
unscrupulous, to violate the natural!/, 
atlon laws and lo add hundreds of thou 
sands annually to the enjoyment, of 
the privileges of the franchise, the 
holding of office, and all the 
other 


rights held in ancient Home to be sa- 
cred to the nufurai-born citizen. 


Congress Aroused. 


Congress, however, was aroused hy 


the report of the Commissioners 
of 


Naturalization, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, nnd on June -!i, 1'JOfi, passed the 
present naturalization law. 
Hy this 


law, 
all of the courts, both State and 


Federal, and the 
officials 
of these 


courts, in their mmisleiial relation- 
ship, were placed under the supervi- 
sion of tiie I'niled Statr-s government. 
This administrative nuthorily 
rests 


with the Bureau of Naturalization, of 
the Department of Labor. 


3,000,000 Foreigners. 


More than three million foreigners 


have asked for citizenship during the 
ten years of Federal supervision of the 
naturalization law. 
While this seems 


a Kreat many, the number does not ap- 
pear relatively very larse when it is 
known that at the present time there 
are probably more than I. 
ri,(l0ti,n()fi for- 


eigners in this country and that of 
this number the vast majority are not 
citizens. 


Back To Fatherland. 


ny far the lamer portion of the foi- 


eipn residents of the I'nited States 
hnie retained their allegiance to the 
sovereignty of their birth. This fact 
was strikingly evidenced at the 0111- 
•>reak of the Kuropean war. It is well 
known that laree numbers of our for- 
eign residents returned immediately 
upon the call of the country of their 
nathity, severing tin- ties, personal, 
family, industrial, and others which 
had crown up in this country, for Ihe 
sti(>n«er call of allegiance to the land 
of tlieii birth.
